^ G O N (AP) - 
Thousands 
of South Vietnamese 
troops 
iwhèd d e ^ r into Cambodia on 
M ^ a y in their biggest incur- 
sion into the neighboring coun- 
try shice last May's allied 
thrust against enemy sanctuar* 
ies. 
. 


No American soldiers were in- 
volved in the new offensive, but 
U.S. artillery supported 
the 
move by firing into Cambodia 
from bases in South Vietnam. 


Thé drive, aimed at offsetting 
a fresh North Vietnamese threat 
to the Saigon area, began Sun 
day when 8,000 government 
trpCQM crossed the border and 
moved' into the town of Snuol, 
near the frontier in southeast 
Cambodia. 


Sources said they encountered 
little opposition, although two 
North Vietnamese troops were 
MUed in a brief fight about four 
miles. southeast of the city. 
Headquarters claimed 139 ene- 
my soldiers had been slain in 
the entiro operation. South Viet- 
namese losses were put at three 
killed and 31 wounded. 


The offensive almost doubled 
the number of South Viet- 
namese troops in Cambodia, 
bringing the total to about 
17,500. 


Informants said the forces 
were blocking three key high- 


ways —Route 1, the main road 
between Phiiom Penh and Sai- 
gon; Route 13, betweèn the 
South Vietnamese district town 
of Loc Niiih and Snuol; and 
Route 7, between Snuol and 
Mimot. 


"Considerable activity" had 
been spotted in the Mimot area 
by American o b s e r v a t i o n 
planes, the informant said, and 
other reports fixed the number 
of North Vietnamese troops op- 
erating in thé Snuol area at reg- 
iment strength. 


American forces were rapidly 
behig withdrawn from the Sai- 
gon area of South Vietnam, and 
sources said the new offensive 
was necessity to assure the 
withdrawal pace. 


Informants reported the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong had 
been trying to reoccupy the 
sanctuaries that were cleaned 
out by U.S. and South Viet- 
namese troops during the drive 
last May and June. 


Elsewhere in Indochina, ac- 
tion was hght and scattered 
Monday, although 
U.S. B52 
bombers continued to hit the Ho 
Chi Minh supply trail in the 
Laotian panhandle. 


Smaller tactical aircraft sup- 
ported combat missions of the 
royal Laotian army in Laos and 
the 
Cambodian 
government 
forces in Cambodia. 


Agnew Speech 


GREENVILLE, S.C. (AP) 
- 
Vice President ^ i r o T. Agnew 
said Monday that Prosident Nix- 
on, despite two rebuffs by the 
U.S. Senate, is determined to 
place a "Southern strict con- 
structionist on the Suprème 
Court." 


Agnew made the comment in 
'•'Speech to 6,000 cheering spec- 
tators in this textile center's 
Memorai Auditorium. 


He stopped in Greenvillei for 
two hours in opening the final 
six-day push of the campaign. 


Agnew >flew on to Raleigh, 
N;C., for an evening rally at 
North Carolina Stote University. 


The vice president was greet- 
ed by about 1,500 persons when 
he ; landed at the Spartonburg- 
Greenville Jet-Port. It was a 
friradly crowd, but thero was 
an occasional sign saying such 
things as "Down with Agnew, 
up with peace." But there were 
others that said: "Sock it to 'em 
Spfaro." 


In his speech, Agnew said, "I 
need not remind you that Rich- 
ai^ Nixon rómains determined 


to achieve a better ideological 
and georgraphical balance on 
the Supreme Court. 


"His resolution to achieve 
that balance will never waver,. 
despite those radical liberals 
who still control the Senate," 
Agnew said. 


The vice president said Judge 
Clemont .F^.Haynsworth Jr., re- 
the Senate last faU, 
was "plainly the victim of Anti- 
Southern bias. 


Haynsworth, chief judge of 
the U.S. 4th Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at Richmond, Va., and a 
resident of Greenville, was de- 
feated 5247 by the Senate. 


In April, Nixon's second ap- 
pointee to the court, federal 
Judge G. Harrold Carswell of 
Florida, was rejected 51-45. In 
May, 
the Senate confirmed 
Judge 
Henry 
Blackmun 
of 
Minnesota. 


Agnew was campaigning in 
SouUi Carolina chiefly for con- 
gressman Albert Watson, who is 
in a tight race for governor 
against Lt. Gov. John West, the 
Democrat nominee, and two 
other miDor candidates. 


Campaign Funds

Congressional campaign contri- 
butions of $751,400 to liberal 
candidates to date were an- 
nounced Monday by the 22- 
year-old National Committee for 
ah Effective Congress. 


Russell D. Hemenway, the 
NCEC national director, said 
the group's fund-raising effort 
this year was the,,most success- 
ful ever and that the goal 
remains $900,000 to 
million for 
Îbé campaign. 


Of the totol, $i34,900 was 
raised by NCEC personal con- 
tact and dhrect-mail drives from 
some 80,000-to 90,000 supporters 
Hemenway said. The balance 
was ràisèd in a series of parties 
and , riecéptiohs and earmarked 
through 
NCEC 
for specific 
races; ' ' 


AU tpld^ $529,600 has been dis- 
tributed so far to: 17 candidates 
for the senate including Demo- 


crat Adiai Stevenson III in Illi- 
nois. Sixty-one House candidates 
have received the remaining 
$221,800. 


Additionally, 250 candidates 
have received a series of 21 in- 
depth issue 
papers-economic 
analyst, drug abuse, housing— 
from the committee "to help 
raise the level of campaign dia- 
logue," Hemenway said. 


Iteveral candidates were en- 
dorsed by the NCEC, Hemen- 
waiy said, but received no cam- 
paign money because they were 
not throught to be in campaign 
trouble this year. An • example 
would be Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass. 


Committee' spokesman Susim 
King declined to provide a 
breakdown of individual contri- 
butions^ but said the figures 
would eventually bie supplied by 
the candidates to the clerks of 
both houses.

U.N. Mideast Debate Begins 
Egypt Blasts U.S. Policy 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.V., 
(AP) — Egypt:accused the Unit- 
ed States on Monday of joining 
Israël hi a policy of "military 
aggression and political deceit" 
that blocked peace in the Middle 
East. 


Mahmoud Riad, the Egyptian 
foreign 
minister, 
made 
the 
charges in opening a U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly debate on the 
Arab-Israeli deadlock on peace 
negotiations. 


Abba Eban, the Israèli foreign 
minister, said outsidé the as- 
sembly that Riad delivered a 


"violent and dishonorable ti- 
rade" to the 127-nation assem- 
bly. There was no comment 
from the United States Eban 
was expected to prosent his 
case probably on Tuesday. 


In Tel Aviv, Gen. Aharon Ya- 
riv, chief of Israeli's military in- 
telligence, told a news confer- 
ence Egypt and the Soviet Un- 
ion had established one of the 
most advanced missile systems 
in the world in the Suez Canal 
zone. 


He estimated that 500 to 600 
missiles had been deployed in

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) 
- 
The nation gavé a hero's fimeràl 
Monday to Gen. Rene Schneid- 
er, the assasshiated ariny com- 
mander who had ltufiik to a tra- 
dition that the nrilitory should 
stoy out of politics. 


Thousands paid final respects 
at Schneider's candle-lit bier in 
a military academy and thou- 
sands more massed outside San- 
tiago's Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral whilé officials and diplo- 
mats attended a requium High 
Mass inside. 


Earlier Monday, Gen. Emilio 
Cheyre, heading the investiga- 
tion iiito the assassination last 
Thursday, announced that the 
slaying had been "practically 
solved." He did not go into de- 
tails. Officials have said the as- 
sassination appeared to be the 
work of right-wingers seeking to 
block the tokeover of the presi- 
dency Nov. 3 by Salvador AU- 
endé, a Marxist elected by pop- 
ular vote Sept. 4 and Congress 
on^turday. 


AUende and the president he 
succeetts; r'CHrtttinr^Democrat 
Eduardo Fréi, led thé funeral 
procession to the burial place in 
a military mausoleum in Santia- 
go's General Cemetery. 


Cheers arose as street mour- 
ners spotted AUende but the 
president-elect quickly put his 


fingers to his lips to silence the 
crowd. 


Schneider, 57, died in a mili- 
tary hospital Sunday from three 
bullet 
wounds 
received 
in 
Thursday's ambush while driv- 
ing to his office. 


Four or five gunmen shot him 
pouit blank after forcing his 
limousine to the side of a subur- 
ban street with three other vehi- 
cles. 


His body was transferred to 
the cathedral Monday morning 
from the Chilean Military Acad- 
emy, where it had lain in state 
Sunday. 


The 
government 
decreed 
three days of mourning. 


A midnight-to-dawn curfew 
imposed under the state of 
emergency remained in effect. 
The furst fatality since the cur- 
few began was recorded early 
Monday when a militory patrol 
shot and killed a bank employe. 


Police said the man apparent- 
ly ignored an order to stop his 
car at a checkpoint after the 
curfew had begun. A soldier 
killed the victim with one pistol 
shot that passed through the ve- 
hicle's rear window. 


Two persons including an air 
force lieutenant colonel, were 
shot and wounded for the same 
reason, durmg Sunday's curfew, 
police reported.

Riad gave no details on the 
missiles, but charged that Israel 
was seeking to obtain the dis- 
mantling of the SAM2 and SAM3 
missile sites in order to cripple 
Egypt's air defenses. 


Israel k boycotting the Àrab- 
Israeii peace ialks under U.N. 
special envoy Gunnar V. Jar- 
ring, alleging Egypt violated the 
U.S.-ârrangéd standstill in the 
Canal zone by advancing the So- 
viet missile sites. 


Riad said the United StaSes 
continued to supply Israel with 
Phantom and Skyhawk bomb- 
ers,, tanks and other weapons.. 


"Indeed, only two days ago,. 
the United Stated announced 
that it was providing Israel With 
180 of its most advanced tanks, 
as part of $450 million credit fa- 
cilities for armed purchases;" 
Riad said. 


Riad called on the General. 
Assembly to "exercise its au- 
thority and take ihitiatives" to 
ensure peace by implementing 


the U.N. Security Council reso- 
lution of Nov. 22, 1967, which 
contains the formula for an 
over-all Arab-Israeli peace set- 
tlement. 


A group of African delegates 
has drafted a resolution asking 
that Israel resume talks under 
Jarring's direction and in effect 
setting a two-month time limit 
official in Jerusalem said the 
resolution was unacceptable. 


Eban called a news confer- 
ence immediately after Riad 
concluded his speech. 


The Israeli foreign minister, 
who said he may speak in the 
assembly Tuesday, told report- 
ers he did not hitend to take the 
defensive but to make new 
charges of his own against 
Egypt. 


Riad did not mention exten- 
sion of the 90-day cease-fire 
scheduled to expire Nov. 5, but 
statements from Cairo have in- 
dicated Egypt would accept an 
extension 
without 
a 
formal 
' agreement. 


Eban indicated a similar atti- 
tude on Israel's part. 


There were these develop- 
ments in the Middle East: 


—The Marxist Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
and two smaller guerrilla or- 
ganizations claimed joint re- 
sponsibility for the ambush of 
an Israeli patrol Sunday near 
the southern Lebanese border. 
They claimed seven Israelis 
killed or wounded. Tel Aviv said 
five Israelis were wounded. 


—At Gaza in the occupied 
Gaza Strip, an 18-year-old Arab 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment Monday for killing an Is- 
raeli sergeant and wounding 
two soldiers in a gun battle last 
January. 


—Israeli > Defense 
Minister 
Moshe Dayan visted the Gaza 
Strip. He said an estimated 
10,000 Gaza Ai'abs would be em- 
ployed soon by the Israelis, 
mainly in the citrus industry 
and in contruction work in Jeru- 
salem.

Soviets 
Deplore 
Falsified Army Award 
Air 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Krem- 
lin accused the United States 
Monday night of violatuig Soviet 
air space more than 10 times in 
the last three years, sharply es- 
calatmg the diplomatic furor 
over a light plane and two 
American 
generals 
held 
in 
Armenia. 


Government statements pro- 
testing the "unlawful intrusion" 
of the plane gave no indication 
when the generals, their pilot 
and a Turkish escort officer 
might be released. 


Instead, they reminded the 
United States and Turkey of 
Francis Gary Powers' disas- 
trous U2 spy plane flight 10 
years ago and warned that 
"provocative actions by Ameri- 
can servicemen are fraught 
with dangerous consequences." 


The strongly worded state- 
ments, carried by the official 
news. agency Tass, came five 
days after.» a U.S. Army light 
plane: carrying Maj. Gen. Ed- 
ward G J). Scherrer and Brig. 
Gen. Claude M. McQuarrie Jr. 
strayed across the Soviet-Turk- 
ish border and landed in the 


Armeniàn town of Lenhiakan. 
Scherrer is head of the U.S. mil- 
itary mission m Turkey and 
McQuarrie is his assistant. 


The U.S. Embassy in Moscow 
asked for prompt release of the 
plane and its four occupants, 
termmg the intrusion "clearly 
accidental." But Soviet authori- 
ties said they were conducting 
an investigation and did not per- 
mit two U.S. consuls to fly to 
Armenia until Monday. 


There was no immediate word 
from the two consuls on whether 
they had seen the generals and 
under what conditions they are 
behi^ held. The consuls also 
were to try to determine wheth- 
er the generals' plane was 
forced down by bad weather or 
Soviet MIGs. 


Tass said the Soviet protests 
were delivered separately to the 
United States and Turkish gov- 
ernment. Both complained that 
the latest intrusion was "not a 
chance violation of Soviet ah* 
space", but • a "direct result of 
the general military activity of 
the^United States in ¿reas ád- 
joinmg the Soviet Union." 


SAIGON (AP) - 
The U.S. 
Army has recommended that a 
general be stripped of the na- 
tion's third highest award for 
valor in combat because it was 
based on a fabricated citation, it 
was learned Monday night. 


Army headquarters here is 
awaiting approval from Wash- 
ington authorities, including the 
Department of the Army, before 
taking action to withdraw a Sil- 
ver Star from Brig. Gen. Eu- 
gene P. Forrester. 


In 
Washington, 
an 
Army 
spokesman said the field com- 
mand in Saigon has the authori- 
ty necessary to award the med- 
al and the authority to rescind 
the award. 


A preliminary Army investi- 
gation shows that the medal 
was awarded Forrester last Oct. 
15 on thè basis of a citation 
dreamed up by three enlisted 
men. 


One of the three, Pvt. James 
Olstad, 22, Cashton, Wis., who 
helped prepare the citation, said

earlier he was ordered to do it 
without any facts. He said the 
order was given to him at 9:30 
p.m. Oct. 4 and he was told to 
have it ready by 8 a.m. the next 
morning. 


The Army investigation is 
continuing in an effort to deter- 
mine exactly who gave the or- 
ders. The prelimmary investiga- 
tion says that Forrester, 44, 
knew nothing about the citation. 
Informants said it was not read 
at the award ceremony, but that 
only the medal was pinned on 
him. 


Forrester's citation was for 
heroism last June 9 durmg the 
big American drive into Cambo- 
dia. "Thé citation said Forrester, 
assistant commander of the 1st 
Air Cavalry Division at the 
time, "distinguished hhnself by 
exceptionally valorous actions" 
at Fire Base Bronco when 
American troops came under at- 
tack. 


FôiTester„ a native of Water- 
town, Teim., left the division 
Oct. 15 to become assistant 


chief of staff for civil operations 
and rural development at U.S. 
Command headquarters in Sai- 
gon. Newsmen have been un- 
able to get comment from him 
on the incident. 


Col. George Newman, chief of 
staff of the 1st Air Cavah^ Divi- 
sion, and other officers, friends 
of Forrestei:, said last week the 
general was entitled to a medal 
for valor because he performed 
brave acts similar to ^ose de- 
scribed in the citation but at 
varying times during the two- 
month operation into Cambodia. 


"In essence, it came time for 
Gen. Forrester to leave the divi- 
sion. I did not have any recom- 
mendations for awards. I gave 
the staff the job to reconstruct 
and develop the acts. 


"Instructions down the line to 
the men who work for me were 
garbled. The men dug intp the 
files and took the type of infor- 
mation 
needed 
from 
other 
awards and constructied a logi- 
cal story. They got mè to accept 
the fact it was true."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gam- 
bling that its policies will lead 
to economic recovery the Nixon 
administration has decided to 
place a $225-billioh ceiling on 
federal spending for the 1972 fis- 
cal year. 


The spending lid could result 
in a sizable federal deficit- 
some say as high as ,$15 billion 
to $20 billion—if the admhiistra- 
tion's long-range strategy for 
reducing unemployment fails to 
work out. 


If it does, the deficit is pro- 
jected to be much lower. 


The ceiling i^ being applied 
for the first time under what 
Nixon's fiscal planners call a 
full-employment budget. It is a 
technique of fixing expenditure 
levels for the entire year at the 
level of revenues that could be 


expected if the nation were at 
full production. 


After a slowdown that began a 
year ago, Nbcon's economic ad- 
visers see a gradual expansion 
of the economy, resulting m pro- 
jected full employment some- 
time in calendar year 1972. 


Barring passage of major new 
taxes, a deficit thus would be 
built into the fiscal 1972 budget, 
now in preparation for submis- 
sion to Congress in mid-Janu- 
ary. 


The next fiscal year starts 
July 1. For several months the 
adminstration's spending' level 
would be running higher than 
the expected tax collections un- 
til full production is reached. 


If all this works out according 
to the administration's, plan- 
ning, the 1972 deficit wo^d goi 


no higher than $5 billion. 


But 
officials 
acknowledge 
many 
imponderables 
exist. 
First, there is the size of the 
deficit in the current $205.6-bil- 
lion budget. Earlier the admin- 
istration put the deficit at $1.3 
billion but now it's expected to 
go well beyond that figure. 


Also bearing: on the outcome 
is what Congress will do with 
several revenue-raising prospos- 
als 
by Nixon, 
including 
a 
postal-rate mcrease and a tax 
on leaded gasoline. 


Nixon has tried to avoid run- 
nhig up a big federal deficit. 
Secretary of the Treasury David 
M. Kennedy says it would place 
a big financial strain on credit 
markets because the govern- 
ment would have to borrow 
more money. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Draft 
Director; CiMis W. Tarr estab- 
lished a «policy Monday permit- 
ting men to' drop certahi defer- 
ments at will. 


The policy means a man with 
a student, occupational father- 
hood or hardship deferment can 
abandon it whenever it is to his 
advantage, without awaiting the 
end of the condition under which 
it was granted. , 


He could, for example, choose 
to enter thé lA manpower pool 
late in a year when it is appar- 
ent his draft lottery number will 
not be reached. 


Exposure for even part of the 
year counts for the entire year 
and if a man ends the year in 
lA status without being draft- 
ed, he is moved into less 
vulnerable categories in the fol- 
lowing yeaijp. 
Tarr said lottery number 195 


probably will be the highest 
called this year, and he invited 
men who received higher num- 
bers in the draft lottery held De- 
cember 1969 to take advantage 
of the opportunity to face their 
maximum exposure in a yeiar 
which, for them, is akeady safel 


Men who received 
lottery 
numbers last July, however, 
could not use the ruling to their 
advantage this year. They will 
be the top-priority group of 1971 
and dropping a deferment now 
would only expose them to the 
draft for that entire year before 
they know what thehr chances 
are. 


They could use it later in 1971 
or in future years. 


Tarr's 
directive 
contained 
also a warning for deferred men 
that they must provide their 
draft boards with required evi- 
dence if they want their defer- 
ments renewed.

Trudeau Acts For Good Of All 


The first law of life, for human 
societies aa well as human individuals, 
is survival—sui*vival against 
threats 
both internal and external. 


In totalitarian states, the former 
danger is no problem, though it re­ 
quires a constant effort to contain it. 
The totalitarian state is geared to sup­ 
press all challenge to the ruling leader 
or group, to nip incipient revolt in the 
bud at its first appearance. 


In democracies, based as they are 
on the principle that government de­ 
rives its just powers from the consent 
of the governed, where “loyal opposi­ 
tion” is In fact a patriotic duty, dissent 
that goes beyond the bounds of legality 
to the point of violent revolutionary 
action against the government poses a 
supreme test that can be greater even 
than that of foreign Invasion. 


For how do you square the need to 
safeguard the rights of individuals, 
which form the essence of democracy, 
with the need to take measures that 
are swift enough and strong enough to 
remove the danger to that democracy? 


The answer, of course, is that you 
don’t square it. You simply do what 
has to be done, trusting that as soon as 
the peril is passed, due process and all 
the slow, Intricate legal machinery de­ 
signed to protect the individual from 
the tyranny of government can be fully 
restored. 


Thus to survive, democracies must 
on rare occasions ironically adopt the 
characteristics of a totalitarian state. 


How willing, or unwilling, a people Is 
to take this drastic step is actually a 
measure of its devotion to democracy. 


Scholars are still writing mono­ 
graphs on Abraham Lincoln’s suspen­ 
sion of habeas corpus in 1862 in order 
to gag antiwar agitators and ensure 
that the Republicans won the mid-term 
elections. 


To Lincoln, and history has vindi­ 
cated him, the winning of the “War of 
the Rebellion” and the restoration of 
the Union far outweighed any citizen’s 
right of free speech and of the vote. 


The steps taken by Canadian 
Prime Minister Trudeau to destroy the 
radical Quebec separatists have shock­ 
ed many by their suddenness and their 
massiveness. As Lincoln was severely 
criticized, so has Trudeau been. One 
opposition member of Parliament called 
it “using a sledgehammer to crack a 
peanut.” 


But timid halfway measures or at­ 
tempts to compromise and bargain with 
the radicals would In the long run be 
more tragic than the deaths of the un­ 
fortunate hostages or the possible 
trampling on the rights of innocent per­ 
sons by the police. 


As Trudeau has said, no govern­ 
ment can permit itself to be subject to 
blackmail. The radicals must be smash­ 
ed, and that’s all there is to It. 


History will also vindicate Tru­ 
deau, and democracy in Canada will be 
stronger for what he has done.

The bright little catalogue came 
again the other day—a booklet full of 
the gay pictures in this year’s selec­ 
tion of UNICEF Christmas cards. It Is 
really not too soon; cards must be or­ 
dered early. 


Why UNICEF cards? The answer, 
though very well known, is a pleasure 
to reiterate. These cards do double ser­

enfranchising college students 
and at the possible heightened 
impact on local elections. 


In at least one state, city gov­ 
ernment officials say their fears 
already have basis. 


Only 17 o( the 50 states have 
what amount to flat restrictions 
against college students voting 
except in their home towns, 
either In person or by absentee 
ballot. Mississippi even bars 
ballots by mail. 


Ail the rest of the states, by 
laws usually hedged with length 
of residence requirements and 
sometimes “proof of Intent to 
establish permanent residence,” 


allow college students to vote 
where they go to khool. 


Most states have a minimum 
voting age of 21. Congress, how­ 
ever, has passed a law lower­ 
ing the voting age to 18 and its 
constitutionality is being tested 
in court. The U.S. Constitution 
says states 
shall 
determine 
qualificatioiu of theif voters. . 


Residehce qualifications vary 
from state to state: usually six

Shaken 
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Communist Record Over 20 Years 
Reds Break All Cease-Fires

WASHINGTON (NEA)-If, as 
announced, President Nixon’s 
proposals for a standstill cease­ 
fire in Southeast Asia have the 
support of President Thieu of 
South Vietnam, Premier L«n 
Noi of . Cambodia and Premier 
Souvanna Phouma of Laos, this 
is remarkable testimony- to the 
confidence these men have that 
the Viet Cong and North Vietna­ 
mese are too weak to make a 
decisive military comeback. 


For if these men are wrong 
in their estimate of Communist 
weakness, by agreeing to a 
cease-fire they could be endan­ 
gering the very existence of 
their countries as free, inde­ 
pendent nations. 


For what the Communists 
now need in Cambodia, Laos 
and South Vietnam is time to 
repair the damage done to them 
by U.S. and South. Vietnamese 
troops in South Vietnam and 
in the Cambodian sanctuaries, 
to replenish the supplies lost, 
to reorganize their badly crip­ 
pled South Vietnamese political- 
economic-psywar 
underground 
in South Vietnam and in Cam­ 
bodia, to get relief from their 
overextension in Laos and to 
get a breathing spell for patch­ 
ing some of the economic prob­ 
lems they face in their North 
Vietnamese homeland. 


That is, the North Vietnamese 
are off balance now and need 
time to get back in shape to 
fight more effectively in the fu­ 
ture. 


Nixon, Thieu, Lon Noi and 
Souvanna Phouma know these 
things. And they also know the 
Communists 
have 
massively 
and openly broken virtually 
every major Asian cease-fire 
in the past two decades in which 
their troops were involved. 


In the majority of the cases 
this reporter knows well, these 
Communist violations have been 
great enough to upset the mili­ 
tary or political balance in their 
favor, or sufficiently in their 
favor to win important objec­ 
tives. 


Furthermore, in a majority 
of the cases known to this re­ 
porter, the Communists have 
violated the ceàse-firé with im­ 
punity. That is, once the non- 
Communists have agreed to a 
cease-fire, the free world forces 
have been “stuck” with it, re­ 
gardless of Communist viola­ 
tions. 


Public opinion, or the chang­ 
ed balance of power that came 
about as a result of the Com­ 
munist violations, has usually 
prevented a resumption of the 
fighting. Thus, the Communists, 
in past cease-fires, have had 
what amounted to guaranteed 
military and political gains, 
quite often with no penalties 
attached./ 


To understand just how great 
a gamble these Southeast Asian 


leaders are taking, let us turn 
to some major examples of how 
effectively 
Communists 
have 
ased cease-fires 
to turn the 
tables on their enemies: . 


— 
The North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong violated the 1968 Tet 
cease-fire In South Vietnam 
with 
attacks throughout the 
country and thereby won major 
political victories in the United 
States. 


The real birth of an effective 
antiwar, give - in - to - the-Com-

Enfranchised

Wisconsin students say they al­ 
ready have “thrown our weight 
around” 
in the 
affairs

the city of Madison, and it may 
result in restrictive legislation, 
some city officials say. 


Despife what he termed “rig­ 
orous inteipretation” of 
Wis­ 
consin’s registration laws, Eldon 
Hoel, Madison city clerk, said 
some 10,000 students were regist­ 
ered as having met the require­ 
ment to “prove they’re not tem­ 
porary residents 
—people who 
are married or have no support 
from thé folks back home.” 
Although they vare: but one- 
ninth of Madison’s electorate, 
the students have elected three 
of the 22 members Of the City 
Council. These aldermen blocked 
a $600,000 city bank loan, and 
Alderman Paul Soglin, a 25- 
year-old law student said: 


“We have to throw our weight 
around. The other councUmen 
think we’re just a bunch of 
talkers who have no programs. 
With more yOung people voting, 
and getting elected, you’ll get 
saner local plailning and a 
cleaner environment.” 


But state Rep. F. James Sen- 
senbrenner, co^hahrman of a 
legislative committee revlewmg 
elections, took a different view. 
He predicted the next Wisconsin 
Legislature will require students 
to vote in their home towns. 


Sensenbrenner said, “we don’t 
want a college town to be sad­ 
dled, for example, with a large 
school bond debt by the votes 
of transient students who have 
no roots in the area.” 


Wisconsin is not the only 
place where student voting is 
viewed with alarm. 


A campaigner for the 18-vear- 
old vote in Connecticut said he 
hopes there’ll be ho move to 
ease further the restrictions of 
that state’s constitution. 


Edward Forand Jr., an organ­ 
izer of the movement to lower 
Connecticut’s voting age, said, 
“Most people are tremendously 
fearful of the possibility of 
young people getting the vote in 
their area and perhaps dramat­ 
ically swaying elections. There 
is no campaign here and I 
wouldn’t dream of encouraging 
one. Pecóle are scared enough 
as it is.” 


In some states that permit a 
collegian to register as a voter 
in the college t»wn, officials re­ 
ly on administraUve regulations 
and tests of an applicant’s in­ 
tent to establish permanent res­ 
idence. 


While he was assistant Arkan­ 
sas attorney general, Thomas 
Glaze ruled such intent should 
be demonstrated by owning 
property, paying taxes and es­ 
tablishing a residence. 


Some local authorities in In­ 
diana have threatened to pros­ 
ecute students who claimed 
permanent residence and regis­ 
tered to vote if they continue to 
drive perscmal cars registered 
and licensed in another state. 


Even among the states that al­ 
low students, to vote where they 
go to school, there are special 
requirements 
on 
establishing 
residence. Those who live in col­ 
lege dorms or fraternity houses, 
for example, cannot establish 
voting 
residence 
in 
college 
towns of Texas, Pennsylvania 
and Michigan, and are “consid­ 
ered suspect” in Minnesota. 


Kentucky’s Atty. Gfen. John 
B. Breckinridge recently issued 
an opinion that a. married, stu­ 
dent could establish residence 
in a college town only by certi­ 
fying that he intended to remain 
there for some tinie and planned 
never to return to his home 
town to live. In this case, the 
student already was married, 
self-supporting, and received no 
financial aid from his parents. 


Most states are not as tough, 
however, in enfranchising mar­ 
ried students or those who live 
off campus. 


The most liberal registration 
laws regarding students appear 
to be those of New Jersey, Wy­ 
oming, 
Colorado, 
California, 
Missouri, Iowa and Idaho. 


New Jersey allovis even dorm­ 
itory residents to register. Wy­ 
oming and Colorado registration 
restrictions are niainly thoae of 
time—by Oct. 19 in Wyoming, 
32 days before an election i| 
Colorado. 


In states that ahnost uncom­ 
promisingly bar student voters 
in college towns, the laws us­ 
ually have a clause similar to 
Montana’s: “A person may not 
gain or lose a residence___ 
whilé a student at any institu­ 
tion of higher learning.” 


These 
states 
include 
New 
Mexico, 
Delaware, 
Vermont, 
Maryland, 
Maine, 
Alabama, 
New Hampshire, Georgia, New 
York, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, 
Mississippi,

If his political leaning is ac­ 
ceptable to the nation where he 
wants to go, passage is practi 
cally assured. 


“All you’ve got to do is walk 
across the border, go to the Cu­ 
ban embassy and say you want 
to go to Algeria,” said one U.S. 
official who asked not to be 
identified. 


In recent months, a nimiber of 
fugitives from American justice 
have followed that or similar 
scenarios, among them Black 
Panther leader Eldridge Cleav­ 
er and LSD advocate Dr. Timo­ 
thy Leary. 


Escape routes are available to 
radical fugitives through both 
Mexico and Canada, according 
to government sources. In most 
cases to next stop is Cuba; for

LAKELAND, Fla. (AP) - 
Citrus growers awash in their 
own “liquid sunshine” are cast­ 
ing about for orange juice out­ 
lets into evei^hing from cancer 
cures to shnmjpoo. 


It may even develop that the 
stuff is great for gout sufferers, 
folks with hardening of the ar­ 
teries and aging practitioners of 
I’amour. Anyway, that’s what 
the growers hope. 


The U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture estimates this season’s 
orange crop at 168 million box­ 
es. That’s 23 million boxes 
above the 1966-67 record high of 
145 million boxes, which brought 
growers only a break-even price 
of 75 cents a box, 


Florida Citrus Mutual, a co-op 
representing more than 15,000 
growers, has d^ided to seek 
new uses for the fruit as fast as 
possible. 


“We’re in a clutch situation 
now, and that’s an understate- 
ment^” said Tom Osborne, as­ 
sistant general manager of Mu­ 
tual. 


“I think the industry is finally 
beginning to realize we’ve got to 
get into markets unrelated to 
the food category because the 
prospect 
of 
selling 
oranges 
through research is unlimited.” 


The Florida Citrus Research 
Council, a division of the Flori­ 
da Department of Citrus, has al­ 
ready given preliminary ap­ 
proval for a study to determine 
the usefulness of orange juice in 
combatthig cancer. 


The tentative okay was given 
after Dr. J. U. Schlegel of the 
Tulane University School of 
Medicme told the group ascor­ 
bic acid may have great value 
as an antioxident in fighting 
cancer of the bladder. Orange 


juice is packed with ascorbic 
acid. 


The role of orange juice, rich 
in vitamin C, in fighting gout, 
hardening of the arteries, ar­ 
thritis, rheumatism of the mus­ 
cles, thickening of the skin and 
even heart disease already is 
being probed by doctors. 


The possibility of prolonging 
an aging person’s sex activity

the French. Ho Chi Minh used 
this cease-fire to systematically 
attack and destroy key leaders 
and units of the non-Communist 
nationalists and to place his 
own troops in a position to make 
opposition to liis take-over inef­ 
fective. 


— The treaty on Laos was 
no cease-fire. But it was, in ma­ 
jor 
details, 
the 
équivalent. 
Under the provisions of this 
treaty, foreign forces were to 
halt fighting an them withdraw 
The West’s forces did just that. 
The Communists removed a few 
hundred men and left more than 
10,000 in place. These troops 
continued fighting. 


This 
Communist . violation 
made it possible for them to 
continue using the Ho Chi Minh 
trails. This enabled North Viet­ 
nam’s armies to effectively in­ 
vade South Vietnam. 


—Within hours 
after agree 
ing not to reinforce their de­ 
fenses in North Korea, the Red 
Chinese and North Koreans did 
so massively while they stalled. 
This so effectively shifted the 
power balance that it has been 
necessary for the United States 
to keep troops in South Korea 
ever since. 


Despile the obvious advan­ 
tages the North Vietnamese aiid 
Viet Cong would gain from a 
cease-fire, there is a very good 
chance that Hanoi and its VC 
allies will reject Nixon’s pro­ 
posals. 


In most of the above-men­ 
tioned 
cases, 
the cease-fires 
were suggested by the Com­ 
munists. But Communists are 
extremely leery of proposals 
by their enemies. They suspect 
some hidden maneuver or trick. 
Communists basically are bu­ 
reaucrats, and their immediate 
reaction to any Western pro­ 
posal is negative. 


So Nixon may gain whatever 
U.S. political advantages his 
proposals bring—but quite pos­ 
sibly no cease-fire. 


Vixon Launches 
Final Week Of 
Electioneering 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the White House apparently ac­ 
knowledging that Republicans 
won’t win control of Congress 
President Nixon launches Tues 
day his most ambitious—and fi­ 
nal—swing of the election cam­ 
paign. 


Nixon resumes his election 
stumping in Florida, seeking to 
overcome the tradition that the 
paryt in power loses congres­ 
sional seats in an off-year elec­ 
tion. 


The 
President—along 
with 
Vice President Spko T. Agnew 
—has concentrated his cam­ 
paigning on attempts to whittle 
the 57 to 43 majority Democrats 
hold in the Senate. 


When the polls open Nov. 3, 
Nixon will have hit 23 states in 
his campaigning. Ziegler esti­ 
mated the electioneering will 
have involved a total of seven 
days of Nixon’s time, plus two 
evenings and Saturdays. 


The President plans to cam­ 
paign through Saturday night, 
winding up in California where 
he will cast his own vote. 


In explaining the President’s 
efforts to improve his party’s 
situation in the Senate, Zeigler 
noted that most of the major 
races there have been deter­ 
mined by “one or two votes.” 


Nixon’s trip Tuesday will take 
him to gathermgs at the West 
Palm Beach auditorium and the 
Miami Beach convention hall. 
He will spend the night in his

home 
before 
going on for a swing into St. Pe­ 
tersburg and Tallahassee, Fla., 
Longview and Dallas, Tex., and 
Chicago on Wednesday, plus 
Mount Prospect and Rockford, 
lU., Rochester, Minn., and Oma- 
hai Neb., and San Jose, Calif., 
Thursday.

CHICAGO (AP) - Coach Joe 
Schmidt was philosophic about 
his Detroit Lions narrow 16-10 
victory over the Chicago Bears 
Sunday. 


“With the mistakes we made 
and the way they played, they 
deserved 
to 
win 
it,” 
said 
Schmidt. “But I’m happy to say 
that we played badly and won 
because that shows the charac­ 
ter of this team. 


“I was worried about every 
body lodcing past the Bears for 
our next game against the Min 
nesota Vikings and I’m sorry to 
say I was right,” continued 
Schmidt. 


“I can’t blame the players for 
looking ahead because for the 
last two weeks people outside 
of football in Detroit have been 
talking Vikings. You can’t do 
that. Not when you’re going 
against a team as physically 
rough as the Bears. 


“I know one thing,” said 
Schmidt, “You can’t play Min­ 
nesota like we did against the 
Bears and expect to win.” 
Schmidt added that he hoped 
the Lions’ play against the 
Bears would spur them to a 
greater effort against Minneso­ 
ta. 


Mistakes were so prevelant 
that the Lions’ only touchdown 
of the game which gave them 
their first lead at 13-7 early in 
the fourth quarter was a wrong 
play. 


“The pass was supposed to be 
to me,” said Mel Farr “but 
when I saw Earl there, I de­ 
cided to let him take it.” 


Earl McCuUouch who grabbed 
the 17-yard toss from Bill Mun­ 
son said “I didn’t see Uie play 
from the start but picked up the 
ball when it was in the air.” 
Detroit’s most glaring mistake 
came with the Lions leading 13- 
10 with 7:49 to play. It was a 
third-and-one situation on the 
Bear 49. 


Instead of a runnmg play, 
Munson called a pass 
and 
caught the Bears flat-footed. 
Charlie Sanders was out to 
about the 20-yard line with no­ 
body close to him. Munson hit 
him with the pass and Sanders 
dropped it. 


“I aged about 10 years on that 
one,” groaned Schmidt, recall­ 
ing the play with a cringe. 


Aside from the touchdown, the 
Lions scored on field goals of 
43, 49 and 31 yards by Errol 
Mann. The Bears scored in the 
first quarter on a 43-yard pass 
from Jack Concaimon to Dick 
Gordon and again in the fourth 
quarter on an 11-yard field goal 
by Mac Pernival. 


Gordon again beat Lem Bar­ 
ney for the touchdown bomb 
just as he had done twice in a 
previous loss at Detroit. 


“I got kicked in the left ankle 
early in the game,” said Bar­ 
ney. “Gordon and I were head- 
and-head when he went into a 
post pattern and I played the 
corner pattern because it was 
easier on the ankle.” 


The Bears sent in Bobby 
Douglass to finish the game be­ 
cause Ck>ncannon, who suffered 
from a strep throat last Friday, 
“was running out of gas” ac­ 
cording to Coach Jim Dooley. 


The fans had something to 
cheer about when wide receiver 
George Farmer, heretofore the 
back-up man to Bob Wallace, 
came through with a fine per­ 
formance. 


Farmer grabbed six passes 
for 147 yards including a 60-yard 
bomb late in the fu-st half that 
took the Bears to the Detroit 
four-yard line with the Bears 
leading 7-3. But Concannon fum­ 
bled on the first play from 
scrimmage and Mike Weger re­ 
covered with the Lions content 
to run out the clock.

RAVlSNNA, Ohio (AP) - A

prosecutor

Kent State University professor 
pleaded guilty Monday to con­ 
tempt of court charges in con 
nection with newspaper inter­ 
views about May disturbances 
at Kent State and the subse­ 
quent grand Jury investigation. 


Seabury H. Ford, 68-year-old 
attorney serving as one of three 
state prosecutors in the grand 
jury probe, said he had been 
misquoted but admitted he vio­ 
lated a court order by granting 
an interview to a newsman. 


Both Ford and geology profes­ 
sor Glen Frank, who had testi 
fied before the jury, were re­ 
leased on $500 bond each. 


Portage 
County 
Common 
Pleas Judge Edwin W. Jones, 
who had restricted public com 
ments of persons involved in the 
investigation, deferred sentenc­ 
ing pending the outcome of two 
lawsuits 
filed 
following 
the 
grand jury report. 


Forid had been quoted in a sto­ 
ry by Knight Newspapers writer 
William Schmidt as saying Ohio 
National 
Guardsmen 
“should 
have shot all” troublemakers at 
Kent State. The story appeared 
Saturday in the Akron Beacon 
Journal, which Ford said had 
misquoted him. 


Four students were killed dur­ 
ing 
the 
confrontation 
with 
Guardsmen. 


Frank, saying he was trying 
to force the filing of contempt 
charges against Ford, was quot­ 
ed in the Beacon Journal Sun 
day as speaking out “in con 
tempt of the naive and stupid 
conclusions of the special grand 
jury, specifically as to the rea 
sons for the May 1-4 disturb­ 
ances.” 


Ford said Schmidt had asked 
for an interview to obtain back 
ground material for a feature 
story on Ford. He said there 
had been an understanding that 
his comments about his person­ 
al 
feelings 
or 
philosophies 
“would not be published as di­ 
rect quotations or otherwise.” 
Rotert Giles, managing editor 
of the Beacon Journal, said, 
“We stand by Bill Schmidt’s sto­ 
ry. It was accurate and we 
think that Mr. Ford’s willing­ 
ness to plead guilty to the 
charge makes the issue of his 
bemg misquoted a rather moot 
one.” 


The contempt charges were 
filed by the Portage County Bar 
Association. The association ex­ 
ecutive committee had recom 
mended eairlier Monday that 
Ford also be removed as special 
prosecutor and as a prospMtive 
referee for cases under Ohio’s 
campus antiriot law if found 
guilty. 


The committee recommended 
that Frank be subjected to disci­ 
pline by Kent State as well as 
by the court if he were found 
guilty. 


The lawsuits filed after the 
grand jury report were brought 
by the American Civil Liberties 
Union.

“showdown—a holocaust.” 
Meanwhile, 15 black youths 
were charged Sunday with mur­ 
der in the shooting death of Pa­ 
trolman Glenn E. Smith, 26, a 
Negro. He was shot in the head 
near the headquarters of the 
National Committee to Combat 
Fascism, a Panther organizing 
group. 


Police said they arrested two 
other persons in connection with 
the burning of three cars, in­ 
cluding two police vehicles. 


Heavily armed police waited 
m the shadows for nine hours 
Saturday night and early Sun­ 
day as black attorneys and a 
black newspaperwoman entered 
the headquarters and convinced 
12 of the charged youths to give 
themselves up. 


Ravitz, white, and Council­ 
man Nicholas Hood and State 
Rep. James Del Rio, black, met 
the youths at the sidewalk of the 
two-story building and escorted 
them to a nearby police vehicle, 
where arrests were made. 


Three other youths decided to 
stay behind, but they were rout­ 
ed from the building shortly aft­ 
erward when police moved in 
and fired tear gas shells. They 
were uninjured.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 
A potential woman minister 
says the decision by the Ameri­ 
can Lutheran Church to admit 
women to the clergy is a step in 
the right direction—toward a 
broader recognition of women’s 
roles in the church. 


Miss Barbara Andrews, 35, of 
Minneapolis, says the change 
adopted here is a “sign of the 
times” in which women are de­ 
manding equal rights with men 
in all areas of life. 


Delegates to the fifth general 
convention of the 2.5-million- 
member denomination approved 
a measure allowing the ordina­ 
tion of women in a session Sat­ 
urday. 


One of two women in the de­ 
nomination fully qualified to en­ 
ter the ministry, Miss Andrews 
told an interviewer she felt the 
major opposition to ordaining 
women was “tradition—the fear 
of change.” 


Only last year. Miss Andrews 
completed the church’s required 
four-year study program for or 
dination. She has since taken an 
additional year of ministerial 
studies in counseling. 


According to the church’s 
rules, no minister mty be or 
dained unless he is called by a 
congregation to be its pastor. 


For the past six years. Miss 
Andrews has served as a lay 
minister with the campus team 
mihistry at the University of 
Minnesota in Minneapolis. 


Miss Andrews explained that 
she felt she needed more theo­ 
logical background to do her 
work properly, so she began 
taking 
courses 
at Lutheran 
Theological Seminary in St. 
Paul, Minn. 


A sister denomination, the Lu­ 
theran Church in America, ear­ 
lier this year approved action 
allowing &e ordination of wom 
en. 


BOMB SHAKES 
CAPITAL’S POSTOFFICE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
bomb Sunday night shook Wash 
ington’s main post office, locat­ 
ed just two blocks north of the 
Capitol. 


Police said a small package 
exploded when a container of 
parcel mail was duniped onto a 
conveyor.

Cooler weather brings on the 
queries of young mothers who 
face the prospect of being trap­ 
ped within four cozy walls. They 
are asking, “Is this all there 
IS?” 


For the young mother who 
spends most of her waking 
hours cleaning shoe' polish off 
the basement walls as she sighs, 
“Thaiik heavens, 
he 
didn’t 
spray it in his eyes!” all I can 
tell her is. No, this isn’t all 
there is. There’s the mess little 
Susan made on the bathroom 
sink with the striped toothpaste; 
and as soon as you’ve finished 
that up, you’ll notice the gar­ 
bage on the kitchen floor. 


Most of these women are 
careful to mention how very 
much they do love their chil­ 
dren. After all, they know any 
mother who doesn’t whoop with 
delight over the prospect of 
spending 24 solid hours a day 
trapped inside the house with 
presdraolers is regarded with 
suspicion.

At least it would seem so, 
judging by the way last week 
they came right to the point, so 
to speak, about the merits and 
deficiencies of the nation’s pro­ 
gram to cut inflation, which had 
been às high as 100 per cent a 
year. 


For the moment, let it be said 
that their point of view showed 
acute recognition of the futility 
of further, endless debate, and 
that they may have supplied a 
lesson'for all nations, the United 
States especially. 


The background: Economists 
always disagree. If there is any« 
thing that is common to that tri­ 
be, no niatter what their poli­ 
tics, it is their capacity to view 
events differently. 


Given the same set of ingre­ 
dients, 100. èconomists would 
baké 100 différent cakes. If, by 
freakish 
circumstance, 
they 
baked 100 identical cakes they 
would label them differently. 
And, 
some critics maintain, 
most of them would be half- 
baked anyway. 


Economic debate is no differ­ 
ent in Uruguay than it is in the 
United States, it appears, but 
the solution is much more con 
elusive. Uruguayans come to 
the point, quite decisively. And 
how? By the sword. 


Last week. President Jorge 
Pacheco Areco, who is on an 
anti^inflatipn kick like most oth 
er presidents around the world, 
iiinpunced additional measures 
that included a reduction in gov­ 
ernment expenses. 


This angered Sen. 
Manuel 
Flores Mora, whose ideas on 
economic policy differ sharply. 


A duel ^ a s proposed with the 
minister of industry and com 
merce, à fellow by the name of 
Sanguhietti. 


Sanguinetti, whose job is simi­ 
lar to that of Commerce Secre­ 
tary Maurice Stans, brought 
honor to the administration and 
defended its policies by cutting 
Flores Mora on the arm with 
the tip of. his sword.

B^ck in the days when the 
Dow-Jones average was reach­ 
ing for 1,000, you could get an 
occasional argument about the 
degree of fund diversification. 
But now that funds are general­

blood of the small investor who 
has been inclined to look on the 
funds as his entry to the world 
of high finance. 


To give it to you straight from 
the shoulder, these critics see 
little to crow about in the track 
records of the funds as a whole. 
As a matter of fact, they sug­ 
gest that the professionals just 
don’t do any better than could 
be done through random selec­ 
tion. 


They never actually state it, 
but they seem to subscribe to 
the theory once advanced by 
a member of Congress. Throw­ 
ing darts at a stock table, ac­ 
cording to the lawmaker, was 
as good a method of investment 
selection as caréful study. 


The current study reinforces 
earlier doubts as to the. quality 
of management by the funds. 
A 1962 report by the Wharton 
School of Finance cast a similar 
shadow on management. Critics 
faulted the Wharton study, how­ 
ever, on the basis of insufficient 
time span. 


Right on the heels of Wharton 
came the University of Chicago. 
Its computers blipped away and 
discovered that for the ^ rib d 
from 1926 to 1965, random selec­ 
tion among stocks listed on the 
New 
York 
Exchange 
would 
have producçd a hefty 9.3 per 
cent annual return. 


The present study doesn’t stop 
at broad generalities. It also 
questions some of the folk wis­ 
dom that has grown iip around 
the fund business. 


For example, it finds little 
difference 
between 
the 
per­ 
formance of funds that levy 
a sales charge and those that 
do not. It reports that “funds 
with the lowest sales charge 
(including the no-loads) seem 
to perform slightly better than 
the other funds. . . ” 


It even attacks the idea that 
small funds fare better than 
the large. “There does not seem 
to be any correlation between 
performance and size once risk 
is held constant,” the report 
states. 


Does all this mean that the 
fund concept is without merit? 
Probably not. Funds can still 
be a perfectly good vehicle for 
the imall investor. But perhaps 
he ought to view his potential 
return in a more realistic light. 


Buying into a fund is still a 
good way to achieve the kind 
of diversified risk that most 
of us would have trouble repro­ 
ducing in straight stock pur­ 
chases. 


A nd, most funds will accept 
money in small amounts, the 
kind that most stock salesmen 
will only sneer at.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Smoke Cigarettes 


And Suffer 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Doctor—I*ve heard that 
isométric exercises are good 
for you. What are isometric 
exercises? Are they good for 
the héart? 


Dear Reader—Isometric exer­ 
cises, are those that involve 
tensi^ a miiscle without mov­ 
ing it. As an example, hold out 
your arm and tense all the mus­ 
clés in the arm and hand, mak­ 
ing tbe arm and hand rigid. 
This form of tensing is an iso­ 
metric èxércise. The opposing 
mu%les 
work .or 
contract 
against each other. If the mus­ 
cle moves, like in running, pusb^- 
ups or any exercise causing 
lengthening or shortening of the 
muscle, 
it is NOT isometric. 
Isometric exercises firm up the 
muscles 
and 
increase 
their 
strength. It is doubtful that they 
help the heart and circulation 
in the way walking, jogging 
or active exercises do. 


Cigarettes are high on the 
list of our “civilized” habits 
associated with poor health. 
Cigarette consumption in the 
United States increased paral­ 
lel to the lise in heaii and vas- 
cidar disease. Fatty deposits 
in the arteries and cigarettes 
were both rare before .1900. Only 
four 
billion 
cigarettes 
were 
manufactured in 1900 while the 
current level is 580 billion an­ 
nually, or 145 timés as many. 


Cigarette smoking is a fairly 
recently acquhred habit. Cigars, 
pipes, 
chewing tobacco 
and 
snuff used to be the major form 
of tobacco consumption. 


You may associate cigarette 
smoking with lung cancer. But 
that is just the tip of the ice­ 
berg. They are. implicated in 
a host of other diseases. The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
IHiblic 
Health points out that there are 
a million more people with 
chronic lung disease than there 
would be if evéryone had the 
same rate observed in non- 
smokers. 


If you are a heavy smoker, 
your chances of drt^ping dead 
or having a heart attack are 
increased about three times 
over the likelihood : in non- 
smokers. 


There is a relatio^hip be­ 
tween ^p tic ulcers ; Jand ciga­ 
rette snioking. The^ áre over 
a million more people with pep­ 
tic ticers each year than would 
occur at rates observed in. non- 
smokers. The ' more cigarettes 


you smoke, the greater likeli 
hood you will have a peptic ul­ 
cer. Even if you escape an ac­ 
tual ulcer, you may develop 
a lot of trouble with your 
stomach that is akin to the dif­ 
ficulties associated with ulcers. 


If you want to live a short 
life, cigarettes will help. A 25- 
year-old man who smokes two 
packs a day, on the average, 
will live eight years less than 
á comparable non-smoker. The 
mòre cigarettes you smoke the 
greater your likelihood of an 
early death. 


Cigajrettè smoking has de­ 
creased in both American men 
and women. Over 70 per cent 
of all men used to smoke. Now 
only 51 per cent smoke. Wom­ 
en cigarette smokers have de­ 
creased from 40 per cent to 34 
per cent. Cigarette smoking for 
American men and women has 
decreased from 55 per cent to 
the current figure of 42 per 
cent. Since fewer young people 
are smoking today, there is rea­ 
son to hope the rate will drop 
still farther. 


The biggest strides in cutting 
back cigarette smoking have 
been observed in people who 
are better educated than others. 
Thus cigarette smoking is more 
and moré getting to be a mark 
of the nonachiever or less-in­ 
telligent person.

Parker Lets

AIR 
FORCE 
ACADEMY, 
Colo. (AP) — In its conqiara 
tively brief footbaU history dat­ 
ing back to 1956, Air Force has 
produced some exceUent quar­ 
terbacks—like Rich Mayo, Ter 
ry Isaacson and Gary Baxter. 


But never before have the 
Falcons had a quarterback who 
was practically unnoticed in his 
first two seasras, then burst 
into sports page headUnes as a 
fuU-fledged star in his senior 
year. 


Such is Bob Parker, 21-year- 
old pass master and play caUer 
for an Air Fwce team that 
swept through its first five 
games of the 1970 season. 


Parker took charge of the Fal­ 
con offense from the opening 
whistle. In the season’s second 
game 
against 
Wyoming 
he 
broke an academy record set 
last season 
by Baxter. 
He 
passed for 391 yards, three 
more than the old mark. 


The new Falcon quarterback 
became the national leader in 
total offense after his fhrst four 
games as weU as tying three 
other passers in number of com- 
pleti(His. He led them aU in total 
yardage. 


In five games Parker com­ 
pleted 84 passes in 159 attempts 
for 1,394 yards and 11 touch­ 
downs. He had only five passes 
intercepted. 


Four of the five interceptions 
came in Air Force’s 24-3 victory 
over Tulane when a cold rain­ 
storm driven by wind gusts of 
up to 30 miles an hour made 
playing conditions 
miserable. 
Even so, Tulane was unable to 
convert any of the four intercep­ 
tions into scores. 


Parker, a modest youngster 
with bright blue eyes and some­ 
what sharp features, 
smiles 
when asked how it feels to wait 
until his final season to be more 
than a sparingly used second- 
stringer. He has a ready expla­ 
nation: 


“We had a quarterback (Bax­ 
ter) who became a starter in his 
sophomore year and kept play­ 
ing well. The team was going

Parker said the Falcons’ stylé 
on offense had been altered 
sharply this season with the 
change in quarterbacks.

CHAMPAIGN, 111. (AP)-Jim 
Valek was reinstated as a lame 
duck head football coach at the 
University of Illinois Sunday aft­ 
er one of the most bizarre week­ 
ends in college athletic history. 


Over a span of 50 hours, Valek 
was fired Friday, sent his in­ 
spired Iliini into a notable, if 
losing, performance against t<^- 
ranked Ohio State Saturday; 
and rehired for the remainder 
of the season Sunday after a 
threatened protest strike by II 
lini players. 


After a show of loyalty and 
perhaps student power by the 
entire football squad, the school 
athletic board Sunday quickly 
modified its dismissal action 
which had terminated Valek’s 
services following the lllini’s 
48-29 Big Ten loss to Ohio State. 


Athletic Director Gene Vance, 
who hired Valek in 1967 after 
Illinois* 
so-called slush fund 
scandal forced resignation of 
Pete Elliott, got a quick turna­ 
bout by the nine-member board 
in a hasty phone canvass Sun­ 
day afternoon. 


Vance made it clear, that Val­ 
ek was being retained for only 
the four remaiiüng Illini games 
and that a search would begin 
soon for a new coach for 1971. 


That was all the • protesting 
players had demanded in an­ 
nouncing Saturday night the 
squad voted uananimously “to 
not step on the field again this 
year,” unless Valek and his staff 
were retained for the remaining 
games with Purdue, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Iowa. 


But the players made their 
point that they regarded the 
abrupt dismissal a reflection on 
them as well as Valek. 


The Illini players, who carried 
the .game ferociously to the 
vaunted Buckeyes and led three 
times before wilting under Ohio 
State’s 21-point final quarter, 
backed up their post-game .strike 
threat with anoher warning Sun­ 
day at a full squad meeting 
with three Illini officials. 


The squad met with Vance; 
Illinois’ Big Ten faculty repre­ 
sentative Henry S. Stillwell, and 
Vice Chancellor J.W. Briscoe, 
for 50 minutes and told the trio 
it still would strike unless Valek 
fmished the season. 


Less than two hours later, 
Vance issued a statement that 
the athletic board, after consul­ 
tation with the team, indicated 
the players wanted Valek to con­ 
tinue for the remainder of the 
season. “The board wants the 
team to have the best possible 
conditions under which to com­ 
plete the season,” Vance said. 


“The board, therefore, modi­ 
fies its original action to the 
extent that it will request that 
Jim Valek continue as coach of 
the Fighting Illini for the re­ 
maining four games.” 


In its Friday action, the board 
}roposed'that Valek be paid off 
lis contract extending through 
next August and that an interim 
coach be named immediately. 


Still standing is the board’s 
original decision that “A new 
coach should be in charge of 
Illinois football for 1971.” 


Ihe revolt of the players was 
led by co-captains Doiig Dieken, 
a star pass receiver, and veter­ 
an offensive guard Kirk McMil­ 
lan, both seniors. 


In going to bat for Valek, who 
has a composite record of 7-29 
and has lost 11 straight Big Ten 
games since 1968, Dieken said 
the players also contended the 
board “wrote off the season as 
a lost cause, and wrote off the 
seniors and the rest of the play 
ers. We got four games left and 
we got a chance in all of them.” 
Vance, before releasing the 
board’s Sunday statement, tele­ 
phoned the news to both Valek 
and Dieken. 
. 


“I just told Jim Valek, ‘Jim, 
are you ready to go back to 
work,* and he replied ‘yes,” said 
Vahee. “ All I said to Dieken 
was ‘get ready for Purdue (the 
next opponent)’ and Doug re­ 
plied ‘Okay.* ” 


Vance said he would confer 
with the school’s chancellor in 
a day or two to set in motion 
selection of a committee to hunt 


a new head coach for 1971. 
They proved they were players 
and not quitters. We’ve got 10 
freshman players who just vis­ 
ited the house to say they came 
to Illinois to play for Mr. Valek 


and ‘we don’t want to play for 
anybody else.’ ” 


Valek was back at the draw­ 
ing board with his staff Sunday 
night and his wife, Lois, said: 
“We’re sure proud of those boys.

MIT Prof 
Awarded 
Nobel Prize 


STOCKHOLM (AP) - Paul A. 
Samuelson of Massachusetts In­ 
stitute 
of 
Technology 
was 
awarded the 1970 Nobel Prize in 
economics Monday. The prize 
committee said he “has done 
more than any other contempo­ 
rary economist to raise the level 
of scientific analysis in econom 
ic theory.” 


Called by a newsman at his 
home in a Boston suburb, Sam- 
uelson said he had “no idea I’d 
be winning.” He said he would 
go to his office as usual today— 
“my wife won’t let me stay 
home, not with the phones ring 
ing like this.” 


The prize committee reported 
iy chose Samuelson from about 
50 nominees, including Prof. 
Milton Friedman, an adviser to 
President Nixon, and Prof. Va 
sily Kantorovich, the Soviet eco­ 
nomic mathematician. 


The 55-year^ld professor was 
honored for the “scientific work 
through which he has developed 
static and dynamic economic 
theory and actively contributed 
to raishig the level of analysis 
in economic science,” the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sciences 
said in its citation. 


It was the fourth of the six 
1970 awards from the fortune 
left by Alfred Nobel, the Swed 
ish inventor of dynamite. The 
awards, 
worth |80,000 each, 
have also gone this year to 
American agronomist Norman 
Ernest Borlaug for his contribu­ 
tion to the cause of peace; Alex­ 
ander Solzhenitsyn, the Russian 
novelist,’ for 
literature; 
and 
three scientists — American 
biochemist Julius Axebrod, Brit­ 
ish biophysicist Sir Bernard 
Katz and Swedish physiologist 
Ulf von Euler—for medicine 
physiology. 


Still to be announced are the 
prizes for physics and chemis­ 
try. 


The economics prize was set 
up two years ago by the Swed 
ish Central Bank in connection 
with its 300th anniversary. 


The Swedish Academy said 
Samuelson*s “extensive produc 
tion, covering nearly all areas 
of economic theory, is charac­ 
terized by an outstanding ability 
to derive important new theo­ 
rems, and to find new appllea 
tions for existing ones.**

Seagoing 
'Dbg Face' 
In Vietnam

Wher) SP/4 Kenyon Cot­ 
ter, of Roodhouse, w a s 
drafted into the Army last 
year he didn't think he 
would end up in the Army's 
Novy. 


Cotter, who is married to Mrs. 


Patricia Cotter of Roodhouse, 
is stationed on a ship leased 
from thé Navy at Da Nang, Vi­ 
etnam. Cotter’s ship is the LCU 
1481, a landmg craft, which is 
used to deliver supplies to the 
U.S. Army in the northern prov­ 
inces of South Vietnam. 


Cotter’s job on the LCU 1481 
is senior seaman in charge of 
steering, but lately he has been 
doing a lot of painting. It Seems 
that the ship has been in dock 
for almost three weeks, and 
the, only thmg the crew does 
is paint. 


Cotter has been in the Army 
14 months, and he has akeady 
put in two months in Vietnam. 
He has made two trips up the 
rugged coastline of South Viet­ 
nam, delivering supplies to Tan 
My; but he hasn’t “picked up 
any shore fire from the enemy 
yet.” 


The landing craft is stationed 
in the beautiful mountain ringed 
bay at Da Nang (Touraine), but 
Cotter has not had much time 
to enjoy the l)eauty since he 
is working 12 hours a day, six 
days a week. On his day off 
he either goes to the PX or 
swimming at China Beach, a 
nearby U.S. Army “Rest and 
Recuperation” center. 


Tlie nearby city of Da Nang 
is off limits to all militaiy per­ 
sonnel, and the only reason for 
going to town is the transaction 
of official business. 


In contrast with Saigon and 
the southern corp areas, the 
war is still going on near Da 
Nang. Although the city is rela­ 
tively secure from the VC, local 
hoodlums 
called 
“cowboys” 
roam the streets of the city and 
remove most of the desire of 
local soldiers to venture into 
town. 


The LCU 1481 is painted the 
traditional Navy gray and was 
originally built in 1952 for the 
Navy. Tlie Army leased the 
large landing crafts to delivèr 


supplies to unite stationed along 
the coastline and to pick up 
damaged tanks and bring them 
to Da Nang for repau’ or dis­ 
posal.
